| | Baffled 


| London, Apr. 9. 
Britain’s most brilliant 
nircraft technicians were 
completely baffled tonight by 
the big’ mystery of the jet 
age—why three apparently 
foolproof Comet airliners 
have met sudden disaster. 

Only a few weeks ago, th 
sirlpped the whole of British 
Overseas Airways fiect of 
Comets, examining every nut 
and, bolt for any sign of design 
of structurul wtakness, They 
failed to find anything wrong. 

Yet tonight they were faccd 
with the realisation that some- 
where in the higher altitudes, 
from six to elght miles above 
the carth, sudden and terrifying 
disaster can overtake a jet aoir- 
craft for reasons yet beyond 
their knowledge. 

The British technicians tried 
every kind of safeguard they 
could think of after the Elba 
crash on January, 10—3 
modifications aimed at protect-

Atomic 

Control: 
|Britain‘s 
Proposal 


New York, Apr. 9. 

Britain today proposed to 
the United Nations that the 
Big Four powers — Britain, 
France, United States and 
Russian — plus Canada’ be 
established 2s a — Bub- 
committee to try to find a 
new approach to atomic 
control and the reduction of 
armaments. 

Britain further proposed that 
the Sub-Committee meet tn 
New York and report back to 
the Disarmament Commission 
by July 15. 

The proposal was made by 
Slc Pierson Dixon before the 12- 
nation Disarmament Commis- 
slon, which was called into 
session at the request of 
Britain, France and the 
United States. 

They hod asked that the 
Commission take up the pro- 
posal which the General 
Assembly made lIast year, that 
it set up a sub-commiltce of re- 
presentatives of “the powers 
principally involved,” which 
would mect in private and try 
te find a solution of the long 
deadjocked issue of atom con- 
trol and reduction of. armaments 
and armed forces. 

The General Assembly further 
suggested that the mectings 
take place in the capitals of the 
countries concerned. 

The mecting, tho first the 
Commission had sirice last year, 
opened with an air of drama 
caused by the world-wide 
concern at the effects of the 
recent United States hydrogen 
bomb tests in-the Pnolfle. - 

VYSHINSKX PROTESTS 

Mr Andrei Vyshinsky, - the 
Sovict delegate, heightened the 


tension by immediately declar- | 


ing that Dr T. F. Tsinng, the 
Nationalist China delegate, was 
“WWlegully’’ occupying the Pre- 
sident’s chair, 

As soon as the mecting open- 
ed, Mr Vyshinsky sald: “It ts 
illegal for the functions of the 
Chairman of the Disarmament 
Commission to be entrusted to a 
representative of the Kuomin- 
tang group, which- does not ro- 
present China and who unlaw- 
fully occupies a seat in the 
Disarmament Commission.” 

Dr Tsiang is President for 
this month under the monthly 
system of rotation by alphabeti- 
cal order. 

Dr Tsiang replied to “My 
Vyshinsky saying he held the 
position of Chairman by the 
rule of the Charter and the 
rules.of the Commission. 

“The legality of my position 
remains intact, the representa- 
tive of the USSR notwithstand- 
Ing,” he added. 

Mr Henry Cabot Lodge, the 
United States delegate, said Mr 
Vyshinsky’a | remarks were 
“{alacious.” 

Mr Vyshinsky sald he did not 
consider it necessary to enter 
Into a discussion on the question, 
but he sald that the eltuation 
created. when a seat on the 
Commission was occupied by a 
person not empowered by the 
rightful Government of China 
was in itself wrong and - the 
carrying out-of the Chairman's 
functions was performed: without 
any legal foundation. . 

“But I repeat,” he added, “i 
Jdo not intend to engage in any 
argument on this point.”

No one gives the Howell bill 
much chance to pass. But he

the hands of private—and 
usually commerical—organisa- 
tions. 

Howell can expect much 
argument if his bill ever reaches 
tho: debate stage. During the 
depression years, the Roosevelt 
administration was Jong de~ 
nounced for sponsoring federal 
art and theatre projects, Mrs 
Eleanor Roosevelt ig still cri- 
tlelsed for her acttvitles then 
and during the war in sponsor- 
ing, with federal aid at times, 
vairlouis indtvidunis in the art 
field.

S a German Communist 
the man responsible for 
shipping fires and sabotage 
the world over? 


An official report from the 
West German Ministry for 
All-German Affairs, just 
published, says yes. 

It names 56 - year - old 
Ernst Wollweber, already 
regarded by the Kremlin as 
the foremost expert in 
sabotage when World War II 
broke out. 


It adds that Hitler was 
desperately anxious for 
Wollweber to be captured. 

Wollweber, heavy-jowled, 
narrow-eyed, now sits in a 
vast office in Communist 
East Berlin, guarded per- 
manently by a company of 
German troops. 


He turned Communist at 
the age of 17, worked = in 
Hamburg’s  dockyards, was 
first suspected of sabotage 
during the 1920's. 


ARRESTED 


Later he became  Secre- 
tary of the Comintern’s 
Seamen's and Harbour 
Workers’ Internationale. 

In 1933 he fled to Copen- 
hagen and became leader of 
the Western Bureau of the 
Comintern. 

A Dutehman convicted of 
sabotage in Rotterdam gave 
Wollweber’s name is head of 
the sabutage ring. 

And, the West German report 
claims, other saboteurs  sub- 
sequently arrested in Holland, 
Norway and Sweden conlirmed 
this. 

It names him as the man be- 
hind cleven explosiuns tn Italian, 
Japanese and German ships tak- 
ing war goods to France in the 
Spanish civil war, and at Jenst 
another 100 sabotage acta before 
1040. 

One thing is certain. Woll- 
weber was arrested in Sweden 
dn 1940 and sentenced to three 
years for sabutaging a ship 
loaded with supplies fur Ger- 
many. 

Hidler’s demand to have him 
delivered was refused. In 
stepped the Russlans. He was a 
Soviet cltlzen, they said, and 
in 1943 Wollweber was handed 
over to them.

The Moscow and Prague 
festivities are almost certainly 
part of the recent Communist 
move to try to divert people's 
minds from the everyday drab- 
ness of their Lives. It ts signl- 
ficant that the first of the 
satellite nations to be told to 
dance and sing should be one 
which has consistently shown its 
dissatisfaction with the Com- 
munist regime. 


Dressing-up 


The timing of the order too is 
significant. The preseat winter 
has been especially severe in 
the satellite countries. Supplies 
of food, always inadequate, 
have shrunk dangerously; there 
has been a universal fuel famine, 
sy that many people have had 
no heating at al; miners have 
been forced to work extra shifts; 
trains have becn cancelted; and 
there has been a bad influenza 
exidemtie. Czechoslovakla's 
President Zapotocky, broadcast- 
ing on February 5, described the’ 
weather conditions as 
“catastrophic.” When the 
nermal gloom of winter 1s ac- 
cemtuated by shortages of food, 
fuel and so on, even the most 
Joyal spirits ere Hable to feul 
downcast, What better moment 
for dressing up and whirling 
around? 

It is passible, however, that In 
the long run it may prove to 
hive be2n o trifle tactless of the 
Kreinlin§ to have chosen a time 
to announce these  feotivitics 
which must inevitably recall the 
pre-Lenten carnival seasons ‘of 
the days before, Communism, 
The mardi gras period was 
always celebrated with c good 
deal of boisterous abandon.

HE Geneva meeting Is to 
focus Hs attentlyn on Korea 
and Indo-China, But the most 
the Americans can hope for in 
Korea is an agreement to return 
to the status quo—foreign troops 
to be withdrawn; the Com- 
munists left in control of the 
North; and the Syngman Rhee 
regime firmly entrenched In the 
Seuth, 

Suppose thal is agreed. Will 
Syngman Ithee then be coment 
with half of Korea, or will he 
carry out his repeated Unrewts to 


seize the North as well? And, 
If he dees, can we doubt that 
the Chinese will rush to the 
North, while the United Nations 
wash their hands of any re- 
sponsibility to support Syngmuan 
Rhee’s “unprovoked aggression?” 

Anyhow, Indo - China, nat 
Korea, has beoome the mun 
issue of the Par Bast Politically 
and strategically, the outcome 
In Indo-China promises to have 
a for greater impact oun the 
not-so-cold) war between Com- 
munism and the free world, 
And the prospects for Indo- 
Ching are grimmer than Korea, 

The French know they have 
missed the bus in Indo-China, 
Five years ago, they might 
have handed over power and de- 
parted with grace, They might 
even have succeeded in keeping 
some louse tle with the Indo- 
Chinese States. But today the 
French cannot find enough able 
leaders among thelr Vietnamese 
aliles to ferm a government 
strong enough to hold the 
country tugether and continue 
the fight against the Vicetminh. 
The French have long believed 
that they could sct up a Vict- 
namese army which would carry 
on the struggle and allow them 
to bring back their own forces 
to Europe to match Germany's 
promised rearmament. But, as 
the Amcricans bluntly polnt out, 
the French have not succeeded 
in building up Victnamese forces 
capable of withstanding the 
Victminh. 

There may be isolated military 
successes, but the French are 
well aware that the long-term 


strugde for Indo-China Is going 
against them, M. Laniel has 
adinttted, with becoming frank- 
ness, Chat the war cannot: be 
won on the basis of the present 
ignment, 

‘The most the French enn hope 
for at Geneva is a division of 
Vietnam which would leave the 
northern — section under the 
comrol of Ho Chi-minh, That 
could mean one thing only—a 
Communist - controlled regime 
firmly established in Indo-China, 
In exchange, the French would 
Reto cease-fire which might 
allow them to withdraw their 
forces, But it would leave 
Indo-China in precisely the 
same situation that Korea was 
in before the Communists of the 
North launched thelr attack on 
South Korea and made that un- 
happy country the scene of a 
miniature world war. 


PROBABILITY 


IHE West need not delude 
itself, The leaders of world 
Communism seem determined to 
extend their domination over 
the Far East. In the absence of 
force capable of withholding 
this surge, the story will be the 
reverse of the “containment” 
which has boen achieved in 
Europe. America’s leaders are 
alive to this growing threat. 
But the American public’s gear 
of invalvement in Indo-China 
makes It more probable that, 
sooner or later, the West will be 
faced with another “Korean 
War"—or worse.

ARROW ON PARADE 


By J.W. TAYLOR 


In the ranks of the 5th Battalion the South Stafford- 
shire Regiment Territorials today there are men who tell 
n joke about having a dirty bow and arrow on parade. 
They are members of the Regiment’s spare time club, 
the Whiltimere Company of Archers, who include the 
adjutant, Captain A. T. de Villiers. 

When he is posted to South Africa in the summer he 
will take a hunting bow and arrows with him. He hopes 
to emulate the 1950 African venture of that brilliant 
American archer, Howard Hill. 


It ls quite o thrill to watch 
the arrow strealc heavenwards 
during filght shooting for 
maximum distance, the arrow 
being shot at an angle of 45 
degrees elevation. ' Record dis- 
tance is more than 600 yards, 

CHEAP SPORT 

Club archery is a comparative- 
ly cheap sport. No special cloth- 
ing is needed and all the equip- 
ment, apart from bow and 
arrows, can be made or bought 
for a few shillings, Bows cost 
from 60s, to £8 and arrows 
from 3s. to 15s. each, but it Is 
not essential to buy the most 
expensive. 

Competitive shooting at straw 
targets !s the chief practice of 
the club sport but more varlation 
can be found in archery than 
In any other sport, Including 
practice for real anima) hunting 
over a field course at unspecified 
ranges with animal silhouettes 
dotted over moor and woods as 
targets, 

The Territorials’: cracks about 
di: bows and arrows is not 
really so funny,. for it is possible 
to have them Ike that to the 
extent that accuracy is Jmpalr- 
ed. If the tubular metal atrows3 
ure dirty then they will not fly 
straight, Moreover, if — thr:- 
roldicr-archer is a good rifle savt 
it does not necessarily mean that 
he con shoot equally well with 
a bow and arrow. Accuracy in 
both kinds of shooting is 
achieved in different ways. 

Recent years have seen a 
great revival in ¢he sport of 
archery, and today it Is highly 
organised under the auspices of 
the Grand: National Archery 
Society of Great Britain, whose 
hundredth meeting at’ Oxford 
Inst year can be said to mark 
the rebirth of modem archery, 

Nearly 300 active archery 
clubs in Britain are affiliated to 
this governing body. Any of Its 
members may compete in the 
British championships, There 
are no climinating contests or 
selection committecs to | pass. 
Even ao raw beginner can com- 
pete, which {gs more than most 
sports allow, . 

Archery is a sport for all the 
people, young or old, fit or unfit, 
male or, female, providing exer- 
else in Its unhurried form with- 
out rush or bustle, and this is 
one reason why it is enjoying 
increasing popularity all over 
the world. 


Using a modern hunting bow 
with tubular stecl arrows, the 
hende of which were, 4% in. 
long and 1%° in, wide 1 steel, 
he bagged under the lenses of 
the movie camera two lions, a 
leopard, nine crocodiles, and 
mony other animals, Including 
four elephants! One of the 
latter was killed with a single 
arrow placed accurately in the 


brain. 
ONCE THE GLORY 

Archery was once the glory of 
the Army in the carly days. 
The soldier archers were the 
best in the world, and to a great 
extent it is to the skill of their 
forefathers in the use of the 
bow that Britons owe their 
national existence. 

Six centuries sgo their an~ 
oestors rose at Crecy with their 
long bows and with deadly 
accuracy droye off repeated 
French attacks, Inflicting sp- 
‘palling casualties jn men and 
horses. During the Second 
World War Coloncl Jack 
Churchill used his bow on 
Commando ralds. 

These Staffordshire Territorial 
archers wre finding that the 
sport builds stamina, develops 
co-ordination of muscle, hand 
and eye, which In itself is a 
useful equipment for any soldier. 

An archer shooting a York 
Round (144 arrows at three 
different ranges) using a medium 
weight bow will have pulled 
over 2% tons with three fingers 
and walked about 2%4 miles! 

One may shoot any of the 
standard rounds-—a term used 
for a fixed number of arrows 
at certain ranges—and may 
choose from 72 to 144 arrows at 
ronges varying from 30 to 100 
ards,
